The name Chapman is a.Saxon origin from ceapman, a Chap- 
man, @ merchant. As early as 1216 the name appears in Whitby, 
being recorded on the rolls of Whitby Abbey, and the family was 
granted patents of nobility at an early date in England, Scotland 
and Ireland, becoming distinguished in civil and military life, 
as well as in the realm of letters. George Chapman, poet, was ; 
a friend of shakspere. Sir John Chapman was lord mayor of London 
in 1689. One of the family Melior Chapman, so distinguished 
himself in life that in death he found a resting place in West- 
minster Abbey. The Chapmans were always ready to shoulder their 
mskets and representatives of the family are to be found in_all 
the Indian wars, in the great struggle for independence and in 
the Confederate War. 


The Chapmans settled in Virginia, Maryland and Pennsylvania, 
as well as in New England. Robert and Ralph Chapman were two of 
the early immigrant ancestors. Giles Chapman came to Virginia 
in 1750, soon removing to Newberry, Se Ce The Bible belonging to 
his family was printed in the year 1613 and was, according to the 
“Annals of Newberry," in a good state of preservation in 1892. 

We understand that this Bible is still in existence, but have 
been: unable to locate it. 


The family record im the old Bible indicates that it belong 
ed in 1664 to Thomas Anderson of Bridlington in the Bast Riding of 
Yorkshire, England. Thomas Anderson died May 5, 1683, and was the 
father of three daughters and one sone His daughter, Elizabeth, born 
April 3, 1673, was married to Marmaduke Jackson, February 14th, 
1707, at Bridlington, They seem to have had but two childred, ; 
Nathaniel, born April 20, 1708, and Sarah, born December 27, 1710. 
Sarah Jackson married (about 1734) Giles Chapman, who was born 
January 4, 1702. These were the parents of six children, Elizabeth, 
Samuel, Rachel, Joseph (born June 14, 1740). Sarah and Giles 
Born June 21, 1748, died April 15, 1819. 


In the stub entries to indents issued in payment of claims 
against South Carolina growing out of the Revolution, Noe 2481 Lib. 
X, was issued to “Giles Chapman on 21 Aoril, '86, for stg. duty in - 


‘Waters regiment," We are unable to say which Giles Chapman this 


was but are inclined to believe it was the elder, as we under- 
stand that Giles Chapman, Jr. served as a Chaplin.

He was 
wounded at Shiloh, 

His father sent word to Gen- 
eral Henry A, Wise that Conrad 
was in the army, and Wise ar- 
ranged his transfer to his own 
command in Virginia. With 
Wise’s brigade, Chapman went 
to Charleston, S. C, 

There, General Beauregard de- 
tailed him to make paintings 
of the Charleston fortifications. 
These 31 paintings now are in 
the Confederate Museum here, 

After the war, Chapman was 
one of a group of Confederates 
who went to Mexico. 

The missing painting, which 
recently turned up in London, 
was called “Valley.of Mexico.” 
The “sketch” here actually is a 
preliminary painting for the 
completed picture. It is 144 by 
84 inches, and is in four sections.

When the Valentine Museum’s 
“sketch” was cleaned in 1942, 
a writer in the Gazette des 


Beaux Arts described it as “one | 


of the outstanding landscapes 
in the history of American art.” 

The completed painting mean- 
while had vanished, and was re- 
garded as lost until a few months 
ago. 

At that time, a man turned up 
in London with several Mexican 
landscapes for sale. Two were 
by Chapman and the third, un- 
signed, showed a rural scene 
witha small factory in the dis- 
tance. 

A comparison with the re- 
production of the sketch in the 
Valentine Museum indicated 
clearly that this was a section 
of the missing “Valley of Mex- 
ico.” The rest of the picture 
was found in the attic of the 
vendor’s home in Manchester. 

“Valley of Mexico” was 
painted by Chapman on com- 
mission from a Mr. Jolly. Jolly 
asked him to paint one of a 
group of smal] factories he had 
built for production of acces- 
sories for a railway he con- 





It is surmised. that ‘Jolly cut 
out the portion showing his fac- 
tory and bundled the rest away, 
where it was forgotten for near- 
ly a century. ;

The ‘Chapmans of Pennsylvania. 


Two years and three months after William Penn, and his 
immediate followers had landed upon the banks of the Delaware, 
John Chapman, of the town of Stanhope, in Durham County, and, 
(afterwards residing in Yorkshite, before coming to America) with 
- his wife Jane, and children Mara Ann and John, took up his re~ 
gidence in the woods now in Bucks County, one of the three original 
three cow. of Pennsylvania. Wrightstown, and were the first white 
settlers north of Newton. f 


Being a staunch Friend (Quaker) and having suffered numerous 
persecutions for opinion sake, including loss of property, he ree 
solved to find a new home in the wilds of Penno 


Of the early settlers of Wrightstown, the name of John 
Chapman, William Smith and Thomas Crosdale are mentioned in 
"Bessie's Collections" as having frequently been fined and im- 
prisoned for attendance on Friends Meetings. 


leaving home (the county of York, Eng.) 2lst of June 1684, 
he sailed from Aberdeen, Scotland, on the Veesle "Shield" and 
reached Wrightstown sometime towards the end of Decembere 


Before leaving England Mr. Chapman bought a claim of five 
hundred acres of one, Daniel Toaes, which was located in the 
’ Southern partof the township, extending from the park square to the 
Newton Line, and upon which the village of Wrightstown and the 
Friends Meeting House Stand. 


Until he was able to build a log house, himself and family 
lived in a cave, when twins (boys) were born Feb. 12th, 1685. 
Game from the woods supplied them with food until crops were grown, 
and often the Indians, between whom the Chapmans there was the most 
cordial friendship, were the only relianse. 


After a hard life in the wilderness, John Chapman died 
about May 1694, and war buried in the old grave yard near Penn's 
Park. His wife died in 1699. She was his second wife whose maiden 
name wagJane Saddler, born about 1635, and married June 12th, 1670. 
She was the mother of but two of his children. A stone erected at 
his’ grave bore the following inscription. 


"Behold John Chapman, That Christian Man, who first began, 


To Settle in this town; 
His soul doth rise above the skies, in Paradise, 


‘There to wear a lasting crowns 
From worldly cares and doubtful fears, and Satan's snares, 


Is here laid down." ' 


Te children of John Chapman intermarried with families of 
Croasd@le Wilkinson, Olden, Parsons and Worth, and leave a large 
number of descendants.

Our mutual friend, Mrs. Kitty Knorr attended our Genealogical Society 
last week, and suggested I write you for help with my Chapman family. I surely 
hope you will be dle to find some records for me in Virginiae 


Briefly, the following is the family history as far as I know ite I have 
done no research in Virginia, but the Chapman records show that my great grand- 
father, John Chapman was born there, and his wife was a Brent. Her given name 
may have been Evalina or Hannah, there is a difference of opinion, The family 
bible was in posession of Dr. Daniel Chapman, whose family moved to California 
about 1859. John's wife may have been born in Maryland. 


John Chapman and his wife moved to Davidson County, Tem about 1800. The 
Census of 1820, Fourth Census, Volume I of Bedford and Davidson Counties, Tenn., 
at Page 187 under Corporation of Nashville, lists his family;

Andrew Jackson is listed in same volume on page 162. Family legend récords that 
the Andrew Jacksons were closest neighbors, and when my grandfather was born, the doctor 
could nt be located, and Rachel Jackson came over and delivered him. He was named for 
Andrew Jackson. Born May 12, 1814, Davidson County, Tenn, Died May 6, 1871 in Raymond, 
Hinds County, Miss. after serving as Cirmit Clerk of that county for 42 years. 


The 1850 Census of ARKANSAS, Independece County, Christian Township, at 
Page 365 (Town of Batesville) lists the family of Dr. Dmiel J. Chapman, and shows 
his birthplace as Tennessee. Dr Demiel Chapmm practiced medicine in Maryland, and 
married Lucretia J. Sprigg (b 11-25-1807) Lueretia's first husband was John Redmon 
(B 9-22-1799 d, 8-25-32) Three Redmon Children. Four Chapman ch. by Dr. Daniel. My 
Uncle Daniel's family have complete history of Sprigg family, Thos Sprigg arrived US 
in 1630; however, since I am descended from Andrew J. Chapman the Sprigg history is 
only information. History of Bench and Bar of Calif. 1901, edited by Oscar T. Schuck 
gives short history of John Sprigg Chapman, atty. legislator and Judge, but nothing 
of the family history beyond his own father, Dr. Daniel Chapman, the family who did 
have the bible, but now it camnot be located. They have sent me as much as they know, 
whieh concerns the history since 1850. Daniel J. Chapman was born 1808 in Tenn, 


My grandfather, Andrew J. Chapman came to Mississippi about 1827, after 
the death of his mother. We think he was accompanied by his father, John, as a John 


Chapmen paid taxes in 1827, listed on sam page with ‘ndrew J. but he was gone 
by the time of 1830 Census of Miss., and mt in 1830 of Tem, 


‘Andrew J. Chapman married Maria Elizabeth Barton (b 1-17-1817 in Lae de 
5-17-1903 Raymond,Miss) in Septenber, 1634. My father, Edward Brent Chapman, b 8-12-1835 
was the oldest childs Jndrew J Chapman and family appear in 1850 Census of 
Mississippi, Hinds County, 2nd Dist at Page 60, line 27 (ledger) Schedule 1. 


William Brent and family moved to Mississippi about the sam: year at 
the Chapmens. William Brent's wife was Mary. His two daughters, named in his 
will, were Hannah Neale Brent and Virginia Eveline Brent. My grandmother, Maria 
Elizabeth Barton witnessed the will of William Brent a few days prior to her 
marriage to my grandfather, Andrew J. Chapman. 


If family names will be of help I cm sem you names of all of the children 
of Andrew Je Chapman and Maria Elizabeth, his wife; also the names of the chil- 
dren of Dr. DanielJ. Chapman. I also have record of all Chapman marriages in 
Tennessee from 1789 to 1835. If these will help I will send along. I do not 
want to burden you with unnecessary records. 


Kitty thinks you may have some valueble Chapman records am has encouraged 
me very much. I do wpe you will have time to accept this work, and will be 
so happy to hear from you.
